Headstart for Job Training 


In recent years, the Career 
Center has been known as a ha¬ 
ven for slow people to go so they 
would have a chance to graduate. 
This is completely false. The Ca¬ 
reer Center is usually a place for 
Juniors and Seniors to go if they 
have all of their required classes 
out of the way and they want to 
enter a field of interest which is 
taught at the Hammond Area 
Career Center. Several sopho¬ 
mores also attend so they will be 
able to take a variety of classes 
held there. 

Classes at the Career Center 
are reasonably priced. For each 
semester you are enrolled, you 
must pay eighteen dollars to earn 
three credits.

On the Monday morning it was 
due, Mrs. Lundgren went to her class¬ 
room, as usual, only to find a large sign 
on the door with tombstones drawn on 
it for all of the deceased students who 
died in the line of duty. 

Mrs. Lundgren waited around, 
thinking it was some kind of joke, but 
only three students survived the epi¬ 
demic and showed up for class. Mrs. 
Lundgren and the survivors set about 
putting the souls of the deceased to rest. 
The room was closed off and the lights 
dimmed. When one student, who acted 
as minister, had prayed that his class¬ 
mates would have a wonderful “ever af¬ 
ter”, they opened the door, and turned 
on the lights. 

The dead students suddenly were 
returned to the living, probably to fin¬ 
ish high school. The dead students 
wanted a memorial made so Mrs. Lund¬ 
gren would never forget what happened. 
She had a large granite stone placed in 
her room with an inscription placed on 
a plaque. (See facing page.) 

To this day, Mrs. Lundgren has no 
idea where the students’ empty bodies 
were during their death.

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Substance Abuse Affects Learning 


The chief reason for going to 
school is to learn the fundamen¬ 
tals on order to survive in the real 
world after we graduate. 

Sports or clubs are just an 
added bonus we have for attend¬ 
ing. Sometimes, students aren’t 
able to do as well as they could 
in their classes because of such 
problems like they don’t have 
enough time to study, they just 
don’t have the understanding, 
they aren’t interested or because 
of drug or alcohol problems. 

Thirty percent of all learning 
disabilities are related to sub¬ 
stance abuse. Not all of the 
symptoms affect your perform¬ 
ance in school; however, in the 
long run, it will effect everything 
about you. You will have memory 
loss, a decrease in motor func¬ 
tions and not react as quickly as 
you could. It can cause severe 
brain damage and make you into 
a vegetable on life support. 

Substance abuse has been no¬ 
ticed by a teacher here at Morton, 
Mr. Dennis Zelenke. He is a Re¬ 
medial Reading teacher in the 
mornings and during the after¬ 
noon he is the Substance Abuse 
Coordinator for the School City 
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of Hammond. Twice a year he or¬ 
ganizes Snowball weekends were 
students from Hammond and 
other close by cities attend. Indi¬ 
ana Operation Snowball, as it is 
formally known, was started in Il¬ 
linois and came to Indiana, 
thanks to Mr. Zelenke. 

Operation Snowball is a sup¬ 
port group for students, it is not 
a re-hab center. The Students in 
it are all drug-free. Once a month, 
on the first Wednesday, meetings 
are held for everyone involved in 
Snowball or Snowflake, a group 
to keep middle school kids off of 
drugs, to meet and share ideas of 
how to spread Snowball. 

Joining Snowball is not a guar¬ 
anteed way of raising your 
grades, you have to work at it like 
anything else. Snowball is a way 
of staying drug-free so it’ll be eas¬ 
ier to improve your grades.

The 
cover was done in a 4 color 
silkscreen, customed designed in a 
linen material. The endsheets were 
done in 30% black screen with 
100% cherry red artwork. The color 
portrait photographs were taken by 
Bodie Photography, in Highland, In¬ 
diana. Much of the black and white 
processing was done by the Top Hat 
Photography Staff. The body copy 
was done in 8-12 point type, folio 
tabs in 8 and 10 point type, photo 
credits in 6 point type, captions in 
8-10 point type, and headlines rang¬ 
ing from 18-72 point type. The 
Opening and Closing sections used 
Lydian type, the Student Life sec¬ 
tion used Century Type, the Faculty 
section used Souvenir type, the Ac¬ 
ademic section used Bookman type. 
Organization section used Tiffany 
type, and Sports and Underclass 
sections used Avant Garde type.
